While the precise location of the Derrones has been a source 
of much debate, current scholarship tends to see them as an 
inland tribe of Paeonia, north of Macedonia. The source of 
their silver may well have been the rich mine near Lake Prasias, 
which, according to Herodotus, was subsequently taken over by 
Alexander I of Macedon. It seems likely that the Derrones roughly 


coined the silver they mined for export. If this is true, the greatly 
variable weights for this series is puzzling. “Dodekadrachms” can 
be anywhere from slightly over 30 to nearly 40 grams. It has been 
argued that this merely indicates the lack of sophistication or 
ineptitude of the Derrones. In any case, this imprecision would 
seem to negate whatever value coining the silver would have 
served in the first place. Perhaps different weight standards were 
employed by the Derrones depending upon the requirements of 
the intended recipient. While this might suggest an unrealistic 
complexity for the time period or geographical location, we 
frequently err in underestimating the sophistication, or at the 
very least shrewdness, of the ancients. As noted below, Thracian 
and Thraco-Macedonian silver was part of an involved trading 
pattern in which the silver was conveyed by Ionian and island 
traders to Egypt in exchange for grain and, undoubtedly, other 
commodities.

This revolution resulted in the new 
government as well as the precursor to the Soviet intervention of 
1979 and the proceeding 1979-89 Soviet-Afghan War against the 
Mujahideen.

This incredibly rare and interesting group of five proof issues—ranging in denomination from 100 Piastres all the way down to 2 Piastres— 
represents a series rumored to exist in the Standard Catalog of World Coins , though no other information is known about them. Their 
rarity is assured, as this cataloger could locate no other examples having entered the marketplace during the past two decades. Similarly, 
each denomination stands as the sole example certified by NGC according to their census. Looking at their overall appearance, one notices 
that these rarities bear a strong resemblance to Bombay Mint restrikes of the era. 

During WWII, the Bombay Mint was tasked with striking pennies and x /2 pennies for Australia, as the latter was experiencing a shortage 
of small change. The increased number of troops stationed there combined with the mints lack of materials and skilled labor created this 
crisis in subsidiary coinage—a crisis that the Bombay mint was more than capable of handling. Following WWII and the partition of In¬ 
dia, the mint continued to offer its services, including to collectors looking to acquire previously struck issues (be they Bombay Mint proper 
or even those from a different mint). For collectors who had the means to pay a commission, a restrike could be had. For those like Farouk, 
the King of Egypt and one of the most prolific coin collectors of his time, price would certainly not have been an object, and it is quite 
possible that these five restrikes (the originals having been issued for Farouk s uncle, Sultan Hussein Kamel) would have been commissioned 
under these circumstances. Nevertheless, no matter their exact origin, these pieces represent an exceptional opportunity for the advanced 
collector of Egyptian or 20th century rarities, and one that will not likely present itself again anytime soon.

Amongst the many infatuations which have possessed the people of this 
country, the popular error connected with the farthings of Queen Anne 
is one of the most curious and remarkable. The common belief was, and 
is even yet with many persons, that only three were ever struck, and that 
these are of immense value. The origin of this idle story is unknown, one 
account is that a lady [from Yorkshire] many years since, having lost an 
Anne farthing, which probably had, from some circumstance or other, 
great value for her, offered a large reward for its restoration; another, a 
possessor of one of these farthings offered it for sale in a newspaper for 
£500; a yet further tale is, that an auctioneer to advertise himself, once 
offered one of these coins for sale, and nominally knocked it down to a 
bidder for £500, which of course getting very much talked about, served 
his purpose. Although nothing is clearly known from whence this error 
sprung, the fact remains that for a long period it has been in existence. 

“In Esperella’s Letters from England, 1808, it is stated that A man was 
brought before the magistrates charged by a soldier with giving assaulted 



him on the highway, and robbed him of eight pounds, some silver, and 
a Queen Anne’s farthing. The man protested his innocence and brought 
sufficient proof of it. Upon further investigation it was discovered that 
some pettifogging lawyer, as ignorant as he was villainous, had suborned 
the soldier to bring this accusation against an innocent, in the hopes of 
hanging him and getting possession of the farthing.’ 

“At Dublin, 1814, an extraordinary trial took place in connection with 
one of these coins, an account of which appeared in The British Press 
newspaper, on the 14th February in that year, by which it appears that 
a man named Gorge Hone received twelve months’ imprisonment for 
stealing a Queen Anne’s farthing. And so impressed were the parties of its 
great value, that it was estimated that £700 was half the price that would 
be realized by its sale! The council for the Crown further informed the jury 
that only three specimens were known, that the die broke upon striking 
the third farthing; and that one farthing was in the King’s Museum, the 
second in the British Museum, the third being missing, was presumed to 
be the one in question. Parties have travelled to London from all parts of 
the country with Anne farthings, hoping to make a fortune by selling them, 
even these have been in many instances only jettons of the period and not 
farthings at all.’ 

“Considering there may well have been 400 or more Anne farthings in 
existence at the time, it is extraordinary that this curious misconception 
should have persisted so long, especially in view of the several notices 
which appeared in quick succession in the newspapers during March 1802, 
advertising Ann farthings for sale.” 

In 1859 in his fixed price list, pioneer dealer Augustus B. Sage offered a 
pair of Queen Anne farthings, one each of 1713 and 1714, for $11. By way 
of comparison, a gem Proof 1856 Flying Eagle cent cost $2 at the time!

In 
terms of condition, although the grade assigned falls just short of that 
which is typically termed “Gem,” this medal is every bit deserving of 
that moniker. Focusing first on the motifs, all are perfectly struck, with 
the central designs in particular rising prominently from the fields in 
sculptural relief; Victorias veil is, for lack of a better term, mesmerizing, 
as one cant help but question the engraving skill required to produce 
such intricate, detailed work. The preservation of these elements is also 
of notable importance, as no blemishes from handling mar the deep 
cameo-producing frost (an extreme rarity for a medal of this module 
and relief!). Similar quality can be seen in the fields, with no marks 
entering the surfaces and only faint handling present, most of which 
blends into the mirror-like reflectivity. No copper spots appear on either 
side, but one speck of foreign material is visible in the field below the R 
in VICTORIA, and this should serve as a useful pedigree marker. All 
considered, a majestic item, deserving of attention from the Victorian 
collector interested in acquiring the finest among her numismatic relics. 


Considering the advancements in health and wellness achieved in the 20th 
century, it might he easy to overlook the significance of a 50 year reign 
when using modern eyes, but this couldn’t be farther from the case in the 
19th century and earlier eras. This sort of longevity, given its rarity, was 
broadly celebrated and, in Victorias case, it was no different. As noted 
in British Historical Medals, cc the jubilee was celebrated throughout the 
country by many thousands of people. The festivities took many forms 
including local fetes, a yacht race round the island from Southend to 
Dover, bonfires, illuminations and a service of thanksgiving attended by 
the Queen at Westminster Abbey.” The occasion also inspired “a very large 
number of unofficial pieces (medals), many of poor style and execution.” As 
the official medal, the specimen offered here received all the attention and 
grandeur that the event called for. By the end of her reign, Victoria would 
eclipse even more milestones, including the Diamond Jubilee for her 60th 
year, ultimately setting the record for longest-reigning British monarch 
at 67 years, 282 days at the time of her passing. Next to her Coronation 
however, which marked the formal beginning of her time as monarch, the 
event for which this medal was produced was unquestionably her most 
celebrated.

It is interesting to note that the application of the tuliped edge is very 
reminiscent of the re-edging action taken in Brazil and Portugal for the 
denominations of 12,800 and 6,400 Reis (Lisbon, Bahia and Rio de Ja¬ 
neiro mints) which originally had oblique edge reeding. In 1731, it was 
ordered that all 12,800 and 6,400 Reis were to have their edges reapplied 
with a tulip design to prevent unscrupulous individuals from stealing 
gold and reapplying an oblique edge. In some cases remnants of the origi¬ 
nal oblique edge can be seen under the newly applied tuliped edge. Also 
of note is that an example of a US Regulated gold coin issued by Standish 
Barry of Baltimore, Maryland applied a similar type edge to a cast imita¬ 
tion of a 1739 Lima Peru cob 8 Escudos circa 1787-1800 (see our April 5, 
2008 auction of the Louis E. Eliasberg Sr. Collection Lot # 3012).

and once placed into circulation they were normally accepted. There are 
no official documents regarding whom, how and when these coins were 
produced, but they were most likely made by former mint employees, 
private engravers or even by official engravers performing extracurricu¬ 
lar activities. Initially these issues resembled those of the Rio de Janeiro 
mint, but were somewhat cruder in style more closely resembling those of 
Bahia mint. Gradually the mint mark changed from “R” to “B” and were 
produced until at least 1819.

During Cuba’s first War for Inde¬ 
pendence also known as the Ten Year’s War (1868-78) the Key was used 
in what would eventually become the arms of the Republic of Cuba. All 
known examples of these key countermarks are found on host coins from 
either Mexico or the United States of America dated prior to the end of 
the Ten Year’s War. Although the exact origins of these key countermarks 
are unknown , at this time it is the belief of this cataloger that these are 
a Cuban issue of some nature and as such are of significant historical 
value to the island.

There are several possible attributions for this countermark/chopmark 
to East Asia with no solid evidence that proves any of them.

MoF Mexico Cob 8 Reales with an identical marking which came from 
a hoard from this region. Another possible attribution is to Indonesia 
on the island of Sumatra, but that does not follow the style normally as¬ 
sociated with the island. The third and least likely is to pre-Meiji Japan 
where this mark has the meaning for “Rice,” however, bust coinage would 
not have circulated during this time period. With no solid evidence, the 
attribution is uncertain; what is certain is that this mark does appear in 
the same place on bust coinage regardless of mint or denomination.

The time period in which these countermarks were issued was filled with 
strife and turmoil To circumvent the forgeries of current Guatemalan 
coins then in circulation, they were inspected by local officials and if 
found to be of correct weight and fineness were countermarked with the 
“R” within beaded boarder. The Salvadorian Government under President 
Gerardo Barrios Espinosa (12 March 1859 to 26 October 1863) was the 
only Central American state that remained loyal to the federation and 
was under continuous threat of invasion from neighboring Honduras, 
Nicaragua and Guatemala. President Barrios fled El Salvador to 
Nicaragua in 1863 where he was eventually captured and extradited back 
to El Salvador. He was tried 28 August 1863 and executed the next day. 
He is considered a national hero and his name is honored by the naming 
of national institutions, two major cities and his life is taught in school.

It is quite peculiar in that the style of the 
denomination stamp, the incuse 6, falls out of the norm for the majority of 
the Grenada series for both the “GS” and “TR” issues which usually appear 
as raised numbers within a square or rectangular indent. The only other 
examples that we are aware of from this series where the denomination 
stamp is incuse are the 1 Bitt, also in this sale, and a 1 Bittfrom the Ray 
Byrne Collection Lot # 541 Ex: Howard D. Gibbs collection Lot # 1454 
(cross style Pistareen). Both of these examples are “GS” issues sharing the 
same punch showing degradation which is also shared by examples from 
the Lyall collection Lot # 5238 and the Pridmore Collection Lot # 365, 
both 1 Bitts except with raised “1” within rectangular indent. All four of 
these examples share the same incuse “G” stamp. When comparing the

The problem was so dire that when the Provisional Government of Hon¬ 
duras issued the 8 November 1824 decree stating that all coins were to be 
brought to the government to be examined and if of proper or approxi¬ 
mate weight and purity were to be countermarked. This included coun¬ 
terfeits in circulation as long as their weight and fineness were of good 
quality. Punches were ordered from Guatemala City, but were never 
received. It was later decided by the Honduran assembly to use an old 
colonial punch used for the Kings Fifth or Quinto. The countermarking 
action effectively began about 6 months after the December deadline on 
7 June 1825.

It is also interesting to note that the 
countermarking action for cobs did not cease once milled coins began 
to be marked. In fact on many examples one can link the countermarks 
back and fourth between cobs and milled coinage. It appears that once 
the hinged dies were introduced cobs were no longer being authorized as 
no known examples bare the bi-facial countermark (Type IV), though 
there does exist three examples of cobs that bear only the reverse counter- 
mark of the Type III, sun superimposed on bow, arrow and quiver, such 
as the 1767 Bolivia cob 8 Reales also in this sale.

The reply came directly from the President and was explicit 
authorization to begin the countermarking process with the additional 
punch on the 20th of the same month. The present example not only 
shows that the countermarking of cobs continued after the previous de¬ 
cree had expired, but is in fact an error using the incorrect punch. We 
are unaware of any cob issues that contain both an obverse and reverse 
stamp from this transitional countermark.

1787- 
1828”, there were four generations of James Faulds in Beith around the 
time of the industrial revolution and of the four only two are possible 
candidates for issuing tokens. One was a grocer or other merchant active 
between 1807-19 and the other a manufacturer who was active between 
1816-34. Manville speculates a joint father/son issue, but states this is 
less likely than a sole issuer. When comparing the three known examples 
there are two distinct countermarks. The one plated in Manvilles book 
from his own collection, now in the British Museum collection, and the 
two in private hands including the present example (cancelled) and the 
other holed, the stamps differ significantly. The British Museum example 
has a solid boarder around the denomination while the other two have a 
toothed boarder and the shape of the numbers differs. The fact that there 
are indeed two different stamps places more credibility into the possibility 
of a joint issue or at the very minimum a successive issue.

After gaining independence the Portuguese and 
Dutch called a truce temporarily ending hostilities which allowed the 
Dutch to remain in Brazil. This of course was mutually beneficial to both 
the Dutch and the Portuguese, but only lasted until June 1645 when a 
major uprising by Portuguese planters occurred in Pernambuco. After 
many engagements, the Dutch were forced to surrender control of Recife 
28 January 1654. Between the years of1652-72 many Spanish-American 
Cobs circulated in the Southern Netherlands and it was decided to de¬ 
clare them legal tender at the prevailing rate of 42 Stivers to the 8 Reales.

IS..R.” The obverse die shows signs of die rust in several 
locations indicating prolonged use. Most of the gilding remains intact 
with areas of the high points where the platinum is showing through. 
A well struck and executed example done in fine style and certainly 
good enough to pass at the time. The piece exhibits smooth bright sur¬ 
faces and appears to have been lightly cleaned long ago, but has since 
dulled down and is quite attractive. A neat piece with lots of character 
certain to pique the interest of even the most advanced collector. 

It is interesting to note that prior to 1778 the Potosi Mint did not strike 
bust 8 Escudos. In fact, the Potosi Mint had not issued gold of any type 
previous and was solely producing silver specie under the Vice-royalty 
of Peru. This simple fact is a point in favor of the current survivor being 
accepted in circulation at the time and in the area it is purporting itself 
to be from. It is also possible that these were produced in Colombia with 
fictitious mint marks/assayers letter as gold found in that region is quite 
heavy in platinum which was a bi-product from the refining process and 
could be found in abundant supply.

At first glance it appears to be gilt 
platinum, but upon closer inspection a copper ring around the circumfer¬ 
ence is noticed with cracks following the rim near the edge on the obverse 
from about 4 to 6 and on the reverse from about 5 to about 8 indicating 
that a multi-step process was used in manufacture much like Sheffield 
plate. It appears that the present piece is a composite planchet where the 
obverse and reverse were conjoined with a core of a dense soft metal to 
bring the weight to an appropriate tolerance.

The piece exhibits 
a decent strike, though slightly uneven leaving flat areas on both the 
obverse and reverse. A pale gold color is seen atop of the devices while 
the open fields are a light golden-honey tone with lovely orange patina 
in the protected areas and amongst the devices. Overall a handsome 
example exhibiting lots of character perfect for the collector of oddi¬ 
ties or contemporary circulating counterfeits. 

When putting some thought into the inspiration behind this particular 
circulating counterfeit the only Spanish bust 8 Escudos that carries this 
small draped bust type is that of Lima, Peru 1812-JP & 1813-JP, the 
small bust variety. The only other mints that issued laureate draped bust 
gold was that of Guadalajara, Mexico 1821, though this is highly un¬ 
likely, and that of Lima, Peru 1811-JP and 1812-JP, large bust variety. All 
other mints issued either armored bust gold or plain bust gold 8 Escudos 
for Lerdinand VII. Now taking into consideration the bust styles of the 8 
Reales, this paints a different picture since nearly all of the mints issued 
draped bust 8 Reales for numerous years. The inspiration for the present 
example was probably a combination of using a draped bust 8 Reales 
coupled with a Popayan mint 8 Escudos which would account for the 
strange combination of styles.

The style and execution is pretty 
crude, the reverse is of particularly poor quality, when compared to 
legitimate Mexico City products of the time. The obverse legends are 
actually quite well done, but not in the style of the Mexican mint, while 
the reverse legends are rather crude. Overall the piece exhibits a decent 
strike with good definition of the crude details with luster in the pro¬ 
tected areas of the legends. The surfaces display an attractive honey- 
gold patina throughout with area of pale gold color atop of some of 
the devices. 

The style and execution, though crude, would have been passable at the 
time most likely far away from the issuing authority. The date is interest¬ 
ing and appears to be an overdate of 5 over 6, with the style of the 5 being 
very similar to that used on pillar coinage also known as a “Spanish” 5, 
only inverted stamped into the die over the 6.

Overall a decently struck example, 
though slightly off-center leaving enough detail of the original host 
to fully identify, with pale gold color in the open fields and atop of the 
devices while a rich golden-honey patina is in the protected areas and 
the crevasses. Minor encrustation can be seen amongst the devices and 
legends lending to it originality. A very neat and interesting issue far 
more sophisticated than normally encountered certain to add a new 
level of depth to the next collection it enters. 

The linking of the dies to several examples of different dates, die progres¬ 
sions and that these types are overstruck on Republic gold issues of lower 
weight standards is suggestive of enormous output from this unofficial 
minting facility. Based on the bust style being of Colonial Colombian 
motif and the fact that the host coin is also of Colombian origins is sug¬ 
gestive of a more local issue to Colombia. At the time of manufacture the 
lower weight 16 Pesos and other Republican issues then in circulation 
would have been excellent candidates to overstrike and dump back into 
circulation making an immediate small profit. The Colombian 16 Pesos 
and other Republican issues should be the same purity, but are a touch 
lighter and would have been much easier to re-purpose verse making 
whole new planchets.

Another aspect of historical context, on 31 March 1854 Commodore Perry 
negotiated a trade agreement with Japan. This first trade agreement wasn’t 
so advantageous for foreigners and mostly favored the local Japanese with 
an exchange rate of 1:1 United States Dollar to Japanese Ichi bu (which 



was worth about 0.34 cents). This lasted more that five years until on 29 
July 1858, Mr. Townsend Harris, First Consul-General of the United States 
of America to Japan negotiated a new trade agreement fixing the exchange 
rate and setting a new medium of exchange the “Mexican Dollar”. The 
new treaty was to come into full effect 4 July 1859 and in total favor of the 
United States. The new exchange rate was 1:3 Mexican Dollar to Japanese 
Ichi bu. Once the agreement came into full effect Japan experienced a mass 
exodus of gold coins with a ratio of 4:1 Japanese Ichi bu to gold Koban, 
worth twelve Mexican Dollars outside of Japan. Since the opening of the 
Japan many large gold coins such as Kobans, Obans and Goryobans began 
leaving the country as they commanded a 70% profit outside the country.

The United States mint employed her talents more than once 
as she designed the Oregon Trail Memorial (1926-39), the Alabama 
Centennial (1921), the Grant Centennial (1922) and the Charles Lindberg 
Congressional gold medal (1930). In 1931 she won the competition for 
her design of the new quarter Dollar featuring George Washington, but 
was passed over by the then Treasury Secretary, Andrew Mellon, in favor 
of the design by John Flanagan. Her design was finally realized in 1999 
when the United States issued afive-Dollargold commemorative. She is an 
accomplished artist with a large body of works seen by many.

A few stray hairlines 
and light marks appear in the obverse fields, but do not detract 
from its majesty and allure. 

This medal was decreed by Peter I himself as a set of 67 such 
pieces of different weights and sizes, and awarded to officers who 
took part in the battle. The victory occurred during the summer 
campaign of 1719, when Russian ships and troops sailed from 
Finland to attack the Swedish coast. The expedition was led 
by General-Admiral Fyodor Apraksin, who had been charged 
with conducting military actions against the Swedes during the 
period 1710-1720, and had been appointed governor of Estonia 
and other conquered provinces at this time. During the battle 
in question, the Russians caught the Swedish ships by surprise 
near the island ofSaaremaa (Osel). It was the first Russian naval 
victory that did not involve ramming or boarding. 


This wonderful specimen purportedly emanates from the 
collection of Grand Duke George Mikhailovich Romanov, second 
cousin to Czar Nicholas II, cousin to Alexander III, nephew 
to Alexander II, and grandson to Nicholas I. The Grand Duke 
was executed by the Bolsheviks in 1917 and his collection was 
smuggled out of Russia by the Russian White Army. It was 
meant to be auctioned in Switzerland in 1939 by the auction 
firm of A. Hess, but this sale was cancelled due to the outbreak of 
World War II, many of the contents eventually being transferred 
to England and sold by Christies in 1950. The US dealer Jack 
Klausen attended this auction and bought a large portion of 
the gold medals, some of which were subsequently sold off and 
the balance ended up in the Superior Moreira Auction, Part II 
(December 1988).

gold, boasts rich yellow coloration and fully brilliant surfaces, 
with some wispy hairlines in the fields that are far less obvious 
than one might expect from PCGS grade of SP-62. Altogether, 
a noble example of this superb medal, listed in gold and copper 
in Diakov; an essentially identical variant, listed as Diakov 
547.2, features a legend-less obverse and a dated reverse and 
is listed in silver and copper. In fact, of all the medals he could 
have chosen, Diakov chose the reverse of 547.2 to adorn the 
cover of Volume 4 of his masterful multi-volume references on 
Russian medals, a testament to the beauty and symbolism of 
this design. 

The Brasseux family were medalists in Europe in the mid 19th 
century ; and this is not the only medal of Russian interest 
to emanate from their shop , Forrer noting a medal of Count 
Demidoff, who was born in Russia but who spent most of his 
life in Western Europe. It would be interesting if he himself 
commissioned this medal from the Brasseux family.

A Consignor that bids 
on their own lots in the Auction Sale may pay a different fee than the Buyer s Premium 
charged to all other Buyers. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to include in any auction 
sale its own material as well as material from affiliated or related companies, prin¬ 
cipals, officers or employees. Stacks Bowers may have direct or indirect interests in 
any of the lots in the auction and may collect commissions. THE TWO PRECEDING 
SENTENCES SHALL BE DEEMED A PART OF THE DESCRIPTION OF ALL LOTS 
CONTAINED IN THE CATALOG. Where the Consignor has repurchased a lot and the 
lot is either returned to the Consignor or otherwise dealt with or disposed of in ac¬ 
cordance with the Consignor s direction, or pursuant to contractual agreement, Stacks 
Bowers reserves the right to so note in the prices realized or to omit a price from the 
prices realized. Stacks Bowers and its affiliates may bid for their own account at any 
auction. Stacks Bowers and its affiliates may have information about any lot that is 
not known publicly, and Stacks Bowers and its affiliates reserves the right to use such 
information, in a manner determined solely by them and for their benefit, without 
disclosing such information in the catalog, catalog description or at the auction. Bid¬ 
der acknowledges and agrees that Stacks Bowers and its affiliates are not required to 
pay a Buyers Premium, or other charges that other Bidders may be required to pay 
and may have access to information concerning the lots that is not otherwise avail¬ 
able to the public. Any claimed conflict of interest or claimed competitive advantage 
resulting therefrom is expressly waived by all participants in the Auction Sale. Lots 
may carry a reserve (“Reserve”). A Reserve is a price or bid below which the Auction¬ 
eer will not sell an item or will repurchase on behalf of the Consignor or for Stacks 
Bowers. Reserves maybe confidential and not disclosed. The Buyer is the Bidder who 
makes the highest bid accepted by the Auctioneer, and includes the principal of any 
Bidder acting as an agent. 

2. Descriptions and Grading. Bidder acknowledges that grading of most coins and 
currency in this Auction has been determined by independent grading services, 
and those that are not may be graded by Stacks Bowers. Grading of rare coins and 
currency is subjective and, even though grading has a material effect on the value 
of the coins and currency, grading may differ among independent grading services 
and among numismatists. Stacks Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned 
by independent grading services, and makes no warranty or representation regarding 
such grades. Bidder further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned by Stacks 
Bowers and lot descriptions are based solely upon an examination of the coins and 
currency and are intended to identify coins and currency and note any perceived 
characteristics. However, coin grading and descriptions are subjective. Stacks Bowers 
does not warrant the accuracy of such grading or descriptions, nor do they in any way 
form the basis for any bid. All photographs in this catalog are of the actual items being 
sold but may not be the actual size or to scale. 

3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer shall have the right to open or accept the bid¬ 
ding on any lot by placing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her agent; a Bidder 
by mail, telephone, Internet or telefax; or any other participant in the Auction Sale. 
Bids must be for an entire lot and each lot constitutes a separate sale. All bids must 
be on increment as established by the Auctioneer, or half increment (a cut bid).

ANY REASON. All prospective Bidders who examine the lot(s) prior to the Auction 
Sale personally assume all responsibility for any damage that Bidder causes to the 
lot(s). Stacks Bowers shall have sole discretion in determining the value of the damage 
caused, which shall be promptly paid by such Bidder. 

Certain auctions or auction sessions, will be conducted exclusively over the Internet, 
and bids will be accepted only from pre-registered Bidders.

6. Payment. Payment is due immediately upon the fall of the auctioneers hammer. 
Payment is delinquent and in default if not received in full, in good funds, within four¬ 
teen (14) calendar days of the Auction Sale (the “Default Date”), without exception, 
time being of the essence. Unless otherwise agreed in writing prior to the Auction 
Sale, all auction sales are payable strictly in U.S. Dollars, Hong Kong Dollars or Chi¬ 
nese Renminbi.

We accept payment by Visa, MasterCard, American Express, Discover or 
Paypal for invoices up to $2,500, with a maximum of $10,000 in any 30 day period. All 
payments are subject to a clearing period. Checks drawn on U.S. banks will be subject 
to up to a 10 business day hold, and checks drawn on foreign banks will be subject 
to a 30 day hold. Stacks Bowers reserves the right not to release lots for which good 
funds have not yet been received. On any past due accounts, Stacks Bowers reserves 
the right, without notice, to extend credit and impose carrying charges (as described 
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Terms & Conditions - 

below). Buyers agree to pay reasonable attorneys fees and cost incurred to collect 
past due accounts. Any invoice not paid by the Default Date will bear a five percent 
(5%) late fee on the invoice amount. Buyers personally and unconditionally guarantee 
payment in full of all amounts owed to Stacks Bowers. Any person submitting bids 
on behalf of a corporation or other entity by making such bid, agrees to be person¬ 
ally jointly and severally liable for the payment of the purchase price and any related 
charges and the performance of all Buyer obligations under these Terms of Sale and 
Stacks Bowers reserves the right to require a written guarantee of such payments and 
obligations. Bidders who have not established credit with Stacks Bowers must furnish 
satisfactory information and credit references and/or deposit at least twenty-five per¬ 
cent (25%) of their total bids for that Auction Sale session(s) or such other amount as 
Stacks Bowers may, in its sole and absolute discretion require before any bids from 
such Bidder will be accepted. Deposits submitted will be applied to purchases. Any 
remaining deposits will be promptly refunded, upon clearance of funds. 

7. Sales Tax. Buyers will be charged all applicable sales tax unless a valid Resale Cer¬ 
tificate has been provided to the Auctioneer prior to the auction. Should state sales tax 
become applicable in the delivery state prior to delivery of the property on the invoice, 
the Buyer agrees to pay all applicable state sales tax as required by the delivery state 
as of the shipping date. In the event any applicable sales tax is not paid by Buyer that 
should have been paid, even if not such tax was not charged or collected by Stacks 
Bowers by mistake, error, negligence or gross negligence, Buyer nonetheless acknowl¬ 
edges responsibility to pay such sales tax and remains fully liable for and agrees to 
promptly pay such taxes on demand, together with any interest or penalty that may be 
assessed by the taxing authority and agrees to indemnify and hold Auctioneer harm¬ 
less from any applicable sales tax, interest or penalties due. Lots from different Auc¬ 
tions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

8. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms of 
Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make payment 
in full by the Default Date, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, in 
addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity to rescind the sale 
of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, retaining all payments 
made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may be 
speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by Stacks 
Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public or private 
sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the indebted¬ 
ness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers commission 
that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at the option 
of Stacks Bowers. If Stacks Bowers resells the lots, Buyer agrees to pay for the reason¬ 
able cost of such sale, together with any incidental costs of sale, including reasonable 
attorneys fees and costs, cataloging and any other reasonable charges. Notice of the 
sale shall be by U.S.RS. Certified Mail, Return Receipt Requested to the address uti¬ 
lized on the Bid Sheet, Auction Consignment and Security Agreement or other last 
known address by Stacks Bowers. The proceeds shall be applied first to the satisfac¬ 
tion of any damages occasioned by Buyers breach, then to any other indebtedness 
owed to Stacks Bowers, including without limitation, commissions, handling charges, 
carrying charges, the expenses of both sales, sellers fees, reasonable attorneys’ fees, 
costs, collection agency fees and costs and any other costs or expenses incurred. Buyer 
shall also be liable to Stacks Bowers for any deficiency if the proceeds of such sale or 
sales are insufficient to cover such amounts. 

Buyer grants to Stacks Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, the right to offset any sums 
due, or found to be due to Stacks Bowers, and to make such offset from any past, 
current, or future consignment, or purchases that are in the possession or control of 
Stacks Bowers; or from any sums due to Buyer by Stacks Bowers, its affiliates and as¬ 
signees. In addition, defaulting Buyers will be deemed to have granted to Stacks Bow¬ 
ers, its affiliates and assignees, a security interest in: (x) the purchased lots and their 
proceeds, and (y) such sums or other items and their proceeds, in the possession of 
Stacks Bowers, its affiliates or assignees, to secure all indebtedness due to Stacks Bow¬ 
ers and its affiliated companies, plus all accrued expenses, carrying charges, sellers 
fees, attorney fees, and costs, until the indebtedness is paid in full. Buyer grants Stacks 
Bowers the right to file a UCC-1 financing statement for such items, and to assign such 
interest to any affiliated or related company or any third party deemed appropriate by 
Stacks Bowers. If the auction invoice is not paid for in full by the Default Date, a car¬ 
rying charge of one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per month maybe imposed on the 
unpaid amount until it is paid in full. In the event this interest rate exceeds the interest 


permitted by law, the same shall be adjusted to the maximum rate permitted by law, 
and any amount paid in excess thereof shall be allocated to principal. Buyer agrees 
to pay all reasonable attorneys fees, court costs and other collection costs incurred 
by Stacks Bowers or any affiliated or related company to collect past due invoices or 
to interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in any action or proceeding arising out of 
or related to the Auction Sale. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to assign its interest 
to any third party. To the extent that the Buyer for any lot consists of more than one 
person or entity, each such person or entity is jointly and severally liable for all obliga¬ 
tions of the Buyer, regardless of the title or capacity of such person or entity. Stacks 
Bowers shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the California 
Commercial Code and all rights of the consignor to collect amounts due from the 
Buyer, whether at law or equity. 

9. Shipping. It is the Buyers responsibility to contact Stacks Bowers after the sale to 
make shipping and packaging arrangements. Due to the fragile nature of some lots, 
Stacks Bowers may elect not to assume responsibility for shipping or packing, or may 
charge additional shipping and handling. Lots indicated as being “framed” or that 
are specifically identified in the catalog are shipped at Buyers risk. All taxes, postage, 
shipping, if applicable, handling, insurance costs, the Buyer s Premium, and any other 
fees required by law to be charged or collected will be added to the invoice for any 
lots invoiced to Buyer. All lots shipped to foreign countries will be billed an additional 
one-half percent (1/2%) for insurance (minimum of $10). For any lots delivered out¬ 
side the United States, the declaration value shall be the item’(s) hammer price plus 
its buyers premium. Auctioneer shall not be liable for any loss caused or resulting 
from seizure or destruction under quarantine or customs regulation or confiscation 
by order of any government or public authority. Buyer shall be responsible for pay¬ 
ing all applicable taxes, duties and customs charges for all lots delivered outside the 
United States. All lots will be shipped FOB Destination, freight prepaid and charged 
back. Title and risk of loss pass to the Buyer at the destination upon tender of delivery. 
Acceptance of delivery constitutes acceptance of the purchased lots. Inspection of the 
purchased lots is not required for acceptance. Any and all claims based upon Buyers 
failure to receive a purchased lot, Buyer s receipt of a lot in damaged condition, or oth¬ 
erwise related to delivery, must be received in writing by Stacks Bowers no later than 
the earlier of thirty (30) days after payment, or the date of the Auction Sale (the “Out¬ 
side Claim Date”). As Buyers may not receive notification of shipment, it is Buyers 
responsibility to keep track of the Outside Claim Date and make timely notification 
of any such claim. The failure to make a timely claim, time being of the essence, shall 
constitute a waiver of any such claim. Orders paid by credit card will only be shipped 
to the verified address on file with the credit card merchant. 

10. DISCLAIMER AND WARRANTIES. NO WARRANTY OF MERCHANTABILITY 
OR FITNESS FOR A PARTICULAR PURPOSE IS MADE OR IMPLIED ON ANY LOT. 
NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT 
TO ANY LOT EXCEPT FOR WARRANTY OF TITLE, AND IN THE CASE OF TITLE, 
AUCTIONEER IS SELLING ONLY THAT RIGHT OR TITLE TO THE LOT THAT THE 
CONSIGNOR MAY HAVE AS OF THE AUCTION SALE DATE. ALL LOTS ARE SOLD 
“AS IS” AND WITH ALL FAULTS. PURCHASER HEREBY ASSUMES ALL RISKS 
CONCERNING AND RELATED TO THE GRADING, QUALITY, DESCRIPTION, 
CONDITION, AND PROVENANCE OF A LOT. 

a. COINS AND CURRENCY LISTED IN THIS CATALOG GRADED AND ENCAPSU¬ 
LATED BY PCGS, NGC, ANACS, ICG, PCGS CURRENCY, PMG, PCGS BANKNOTE 
GRADING, CMC OR ANY OTHER THIRD PARTY GRADING SERVICE MAY NOT 
BE RETURNED FOR ANY REASON WHATSOEVER BY ANY BUYER. ALL THIRD 
PARTY GRADING SERVICE GUARANTEES, INCLUDING AUTHENTICITY, ARE 
THE SOLE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE THIRD PARTY GRADING SERVICE AND 
NOT WARRANTIES OR GUARANTEES OF THE AUCTIONEER. 

b. In the case of non-certified coins and currency that have neither been examined by 
the Buyer prior to the Auction Sale, nor purchased by the Buyer or Buyer s agent at the 
Auction Sale, if it is determined in a review by Stacks Bowers that there is a material 
error in the catalog description of a non-certified coin or currency, such lot may be 
returned, provided written notice is received by Stacks Bowers no later than seventy- 
two (72) hours of delivery of the lots in question, and such lots are returned and re¬ 
ceived by Stacks Bowers, in their original, sealed containers, no later than fourteen 
(14) calendar days after delivery, in the same condition the lot(s) were delivered to 
the Buyer, time being of the essence. Non-certified coins and currency that have been 
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either examined by the Buyer prior to the Auction Sale or purchased by the Buyer 
or Buyers agent at the Auction Sale, will not be granted return privileges, except for 
authenticity. 

c. All non-certified coins and currency are guaranteed to be genuine. 

d. If an item or items are returned pursuant to the terms herein, they must be housed 
in their original, sealed and unopened container. 

e. Late remittance or removal of any item from its original container, or altering a coin 
constitutes just cause for revocation of all return privileges. 

f. Grading or condition of rare coins and currency may have a material effect on the 
value of the item(s) purchased, and the opinion of others (including independent 
grading services) may differ with the independent grading services opinion or inter¬ 
pretation of Stacks Bowers. Stacks Bowers shall not be bound by any prior, or sub¬ 
sequent opinion, determination or certification by any independent grading service. 

g. Questions regarding the minting of a coin as a “proof” or as a “business strike” 
relate to the method of manufacture and not to authenticity. 

h. All oral and written statements made by Stacks Bowers and its employees or agents 
(including affiliated and related companies) are statements of opinion only, and are 
not warranties or representations of any kind, unless stated as a specific written war¬ 
ranty, and no employee or agent of Stacks Bowers has authority to vary or alter these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to vary or 
alter the Terms of Sale, either generally or with respect to specific persons or circum¬ 
stances, in its sole discretion. Any variation or alteration shall be effective only if in 
writing and signed by an officer of Stacks Bowers authorized to do so. 

i. Stacks Bowers is acting as an auctioneer. Title to the lots purchased passes directly 
from the Consignor to the Buyer. Accordingly, Stacks Bowers is not making, and dis¬ 
claims, any warranty of title. 

j. Bidders shall have no recourse against the Consignor for any reason whatsoever. 

k. Bidder acknowledges that the numismatic market is speculative, unregulated and 
volatile, and that coin prices may rise or fall over time. Stacks Bowers does not guar¬ 
antee or represent that any customer buying for investment purposes will be able to 
sell for a profit in the future. 

l. Bidder acknowledges and agrees that neither Stacks Bowers, nor its employees, affil¬ 
iates, agents, third-party providers or consignors warrant that auctions will be unim¬ 
paired, uninterrupted or error free and accordingly shall not be liable for such events. 

11. Waiver and Release. Bidder, for himself, his heirs, agents, successors and assign¬ 
ees, generally and specifically waives and releases, and forever discharges Stacks Bow¬ 
ers, and its respective affiliates, parents, officers, directors, shareholders, agents, sub¬ 
sidiaries, employees, managers and members and each of them, and their respective 
successors and assignees from any and all claims, rights, demands and causes of ac¬ 
tions and suits, of whatever kind or nature, including but not limited to claims based 
upon Auctioneers negligence, whether in law or equity, tort or otherwise, whether 
known or unknown, suspected or unsuspected (a “Claim”), which Bidder may assert 
with respect to and/or arising out of, or in connection with any challenge to the title to 
or authenticity of any goods purchased, the sale itself, any lot bid upon or consigned, 
and/or the auction, except where such Claim is otherwise expressly authorized in 
these Terms of Sale. It is the intention of Bidder that this waiver and release shall be 
effective as a bar to each and every Claim that may arise hereunder or be related to the 
Auction Sale, and Bidder hereby knowingly and voluntarily waives any and all rights 
and benefits otherwise conferred upon him by the provisions of Section 1542 of the 
California Civil Code, which reads in full as follows: 

“A GENERAL RELEASE DOES NOT EXTEND TO CLAIMS WHICH THE CREDITOR 
OR RELEASING PARTY DOES NOT KNOW OR SUSPECT TO EXIST IN HIS OR 
HER FAVOR AT THE TIME OF EXECUTING THE RELEASE, WHICH IF KNOWN 
BY HIM OR HER MUST HAVE MATERIALLY AFFECTED HIS OR HER SETTLE¬ 
MENT WITH THE DEBTOR OR RELEASED PARTY.” 

12. Disputes. If a dispute arises concerning ownership of a lot or concerning proceeds 
of any sale, Stacks Bowers reserves the right to commence a statutory inter-plead¬ 
er proceeding at the expense of the Consignor and Buyer and any other applicable 


party, and in such event shall be entitled to its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 
Stacks Bowers reserves the right to cancel or postpone the Auction Sale or any session 
thereof for any reason whatsoever. No Bidder shall have any claim as a result thereof, 
including for incidental or consequential damages. Neither Stacks Bowers nor any 
affiliated or related company shall be responsible for incidental or consequential dam¬ 
ages arising out of any failure of the Terms of Sale, the auction or the conduct thereof 
and in no event shall such liability exceed the purchase price, premium, or fees paid. 
Rights granted to Bidders under the within Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale are 
personal and apply only to the Bidder who initially purchases the lot(s) from Stacks 
Bowers. The rights may not be assigned or transferred to any other person or entity, 
whether by sale of the lot(s), operation of law or otherwise. Any attempt to assign or 
transfer any such rights shall be absolutely void and unenforceable. No third party 
may rely on any benefit or right conferred by these Terms and Conditions of Auction 
Sale. 

Any dispute arising out of or related to these Terms of Sale, the Auction Sale or any lot, 
with the sole exception of actions by Stacks Bowers to collect amounts owed to it and 
other damages, shall be submitted to binding arbitration pursuant to the commercial 
arbitration rules of the American Arbitration Association, with any arbitration hear¬ 
ing to occur in Orange County, California. Absent an agreement of the parties, the 
arbitrator shall limit discovery to that which is necessary to enable the hearing to 
proceed efficiently. The arbitrator shall not have the power to award punitive or con¬ 
sequential damages, nor alter, amend modify any of the terms of this Agreement. The 
award by the arbitrator, if any, may be entered in any court having jurisdiction thereof. 
Each party shall pay one-half the costs of the arbitration. Bidder acknowledges and 
agrees that the competent courts of the State of California shall have exclusive in per¬ 
sonam jurisdiction, subject to the requirement to arbitrate, over any dispute(s) arising 
hereunder, regardless of any party’s current or future residence or domicile. Bidder 
further agrees that venue of the arbitration proceeding shall be in Orange County, 
California; and any court proceeding shall be in the Orange County Superior Court, 
in the State of California, and in each case waive any claim of Forum Non Conveniens.
